All theſe, 
and many other high bleſſings of Almighty God 
ſtil ſucceeded one another, 1& no man would once 
hold vp his fingar to make preſent acknowledge- 
ment or publicke vadaſtanding vnto poſtetities, 
of the boundleſſe and wonderous workes of God 
intheſe our daite*,13 allo of the manifold remark - 
able accidents which haue happencd of late 
yeares.

backebicers, & detractors, concerning whom, ſich 
it is the lea of offences to offend offenders, will ne1- 
ther vexe my ſelfe, nor trouble your patience in 
ſeeking to pleaſe the enuious and inſatiate. But 
foraſmuch as I highly prize the good content of 
the honeſt, wiſe, and vertuous, thus was the courſe 
and manner of my proceding herein, 

After I had well obſerued, that no man would 
lend a helping hand vnto the late aged painefull

Chronicler : neicher in many meneths after his 
death, that any would expoſe or ſhew themſclues 
to ptoſecute ſo good a work:and albeit that in this 
interim, and before, there were many named to 
haue already entred into this Labyrinth ,. yer not 
one appeared: whereupon | remewbred the ſay- 
ing ot the Philoſopher : That the namung of many 
friends, ita maine impedimeut duto friend/hip. And as 
in that, ſo in this, the for my own clearc latistacti- 
on, & ful aſlurance, that l would neither pteiudice 
nor preuent any others bettet proceeding, l ente- 
red into particular conference with every man 
whoſe names hid bene diuulged. Some of them 
of honourable rancke and reuctent quality:all of 
them learned, & «f good ſoſſiciency, tome where- 
of anſwered me, they thought that the giuing out 
of their names in this ſort, was rather done by their 
ſecert enemies, of putpoſe to draw them into ca- 
pita'l diſpleaſute, and to bring theit names & liues 
into a generall queſtion, then tor any other intent 
of good: othet ſaid, hoch this worke, muſt 
flatter, which I cannot, neither wil I wiltuily leaue 
a ſcandall vnto my poſterity. Another ſaid, I can- 
not ſee how in any ciuil a&ti6a man ſhould ſpend 
his trauaile, time & mony wotſe, thẽ in that which 
accquires no regard, nor reward, except backebi- 
ting & detraction. And one amongſt the reſt aſter 
he had ſworne an oath ſaid: I thanke God that l 
am not yet madde, to walte my time, ſpend two 
hundred pound a yeare,trouble my ſelfe,& all my 
friends, onely to gaine aſſurance of endleſſe re- 
proch,loſle of libetty, & bring al my daies in que. 
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ſtion: and like as theſe ſpake, ſo did many others. 
And m.conclution, I ſaw it vtterly tefuſed of all. 
And by this time it was generally obſerued, that 


this worke was wholly neglected. Then many of 


my friends began againe to animate me, and very 
ſeriouſly required me to make ſupplen ent: whoſe 
linde perſwaſions prevailed ſo far, that I promi-

Of 
hem! received very gracious incourazement, & 
honorable inſtructions. And atrerthar, vpon con- 
ference with dim | ers gtaue Elders, . 4 . vertne, 
and fauourers ot rhe Citties honour, by whoſe di- 
rection, with all meeknefle I muniicilecd nv wil- 
ung nelle vntothe Lord Maror, and Court of Al 
dermen, being then teſolued, neithet to breake my 
lormer Pronule, nort f neglect lo test and gene- 
ral a goud tor any deprauing ſpt eches, or maleuo- 
lent alpetts, May it theretote pleaſe your wiſe- 
don es rightly 101 nderſtand , that in all my Pro- 
cee cings, I haue nen her preſumed too farre of my 
{clte, nor done ought that might diſcourage, or 
p euent any other. And thus much forthe cauſe & 
aner oy ptocceding. 
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Now right honorable, and moſt worthy El- 
ders, whole (tate and gOucrnewent is renowmed 
through the world : What is he that hath any vn- 
derſtanding, and knowes not London tobee the 
molt flouri1] ung and peacefull Citty of Europe? 
of greateſt antiquicy, happieſt in continuance, 
molt increaſed, chieſe in proſperity, and molt ſto- 
red with plenty : and here i might alleage many 
ancient pteſidents of pleaſures, profits, ume, and 
ſtate, whereot never am ſubordinate Magiſtrates 
C ld equal] yours, But leeing tew words to the 
wiſe {uffice, I wil! onely ſpeake a word or two 
by the way. The promiſed bleſſing vnto the an- 
cient Iſtaelites to poſleſle a land that Howed with 
milke & hony, is with ſcuen· fold meaſure heaped 
on your heads, Hut citty filled more aboudantly 
with all ſorts of lulkes, ſine linnen, oy les, wines, & 
ſpices, perfection ot Arts, and all coltly ornamẽts, 
and curious workmanthip, then any other Pro- 
vince: ſoas London well deferues to beate the 
name of the choiceſt ſlotehouſe in the world, and 
cok:epe ranke with any royall citty in Europe: 
her Cittizens rich and bounceous, witneſle their 
tranke giuing of morethen twice ſeuen fitteens in 
one year; and their long continued charges and 
expences, as well vpon all occaſions by ſea and 
land, for defence ot their Prince and Country, as 
inayding and teleeuing their diſtreſled neigbour 
Nations, and in performing many other worthy 
matters for their owne honour, the delight ol 
ſtrangers, and the reliete of the poore, other- 


wiſe: ſo as without offence it may truly bee ſaid,

The like misfortune hath befalne vnto the great 
citty Conſtancnople.Stately Antwerp hath felt 
the (martof diuers changes within mans memo- 
ry. Populous Paris of late yeares was glad to beat 
doyne her owne Suburbs, and cut her skirts ſhor · 
ter, leaſt other ſhould fit vpon them: Cracouia, 
Liſhbon, and many other royall cicties, were glad 
and faine to ſeełce and fue for that which is freely 
giuen vnto her. Theſe laſt haue I cited to beasa 
looking glaſſe to London: fich it is as impoſſible 
for any to know their proper face & feature with · 
out an obiect, as it is for any people to bee truly 
ſenſible of their owne ſelicity, that haue not ſeene 
nor taſted others miſery.

Pet ſith J haue ſpoken thus 
much of France, J will alſo foz thy further de⸗ 
light giue thee a touch of ſome of the chiefs anci⸗ 
ent Kings thereof. Faramond was the firlt chiefe 
King of France, in the yeare 43 1, and raigned 11 
peares. Clodouns alias Clouis was the fift King 
of France, in the yeare 485.he was the firſt King 
of France that was chꝛiſtned be was baptized by 
S. Remy Archbiſhop of Repns, after diners vi⸗

meanes of a great aſſembly of people from Padua 
and Pount Telice, which came in company of the 
Biſhoppe of Padua, Uenice was greatly increa- 
ſed: this was dons when Padua had beene de⸗ 
ſtroyed by the Lombards, the third and fourth 
time in the yeare 593.

The firſt gouernour of this 
Company named and oꝛdapned both in the firſt 
and laſt pattent was Sir Thomas Smich Knight, 
Who is alſo Goucrnour of the Buſcouy Compa» 
ny,and pꝛeſident and Treaſurer of the Tompa- 
ny and counſel foz Uirginea. This peare the ſaid 
Taſ-India Company builded a moſt ſtately 
ſhip at Detfozy of the burthen of Twelue hun⸗ 
dzeth Tunne, being the greateſt and godlieſt ſhip 
that eucry was butlded in this Uingdome by a- 
ny Marchants. At this time they alſo builded a 
Pynaceoftwo hundzeth and fiſty Tunne to at- 
tend her. And vpon Saturday the zo. of Decem- 
ber, his Maieſtie and Pzince Henry , with the 
Loꝛd Admiral the Lo:d Chambctlaine, the Carle 
of TWozcefter,and many other Loꝛds went to ſx 
theſe ſhips launched. x were all entertained with 
a banquet in theChiefe Cabin of the great ſhip, 
and the reſt were banquetted at a long Tablein 
the halle decke:theſe rich and plentiſul banquets 
were all ſerued in fine Chyna Diſhes which 
were freely permitted to bee taken and car⸗ 
tried away by all perfons. The Bing gaue the 
Gouerno? a very fapꝛe chaine of gold with a iew⸗ 
ell wherein was the kinges picture ! highly com- 
mending his endeauour, care and induſtry fo: the 
good of the common wealth, maintenance of trafs 
fique and Nauigation, foz the which alſo his — 
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iefty with very gratious reſpect commended and 
thanked the aſſiſtants of that companie,who like- 
wiſe kiCed his Yighnes hand, the King called 
the great ſhip the Trades Encteaſe, and the other 
the Pepper Cozne.
